which the Roman Senate ufed to their Emperors, upon all 
great Occafions. I fhould think, for Inftance, that she Ke. 
wniffion of twa Miliacns to the Scuth Sea Company, to lay no- 
thing of Froe Mr//ions remitted before, the aking off the 
Salt Duiy for ebove a Year, and the eiving up the Excife 
Bill to the Ivumours cf mifzuided Po; ulace, deferve to be 
medaliged as much as any Acs of Beneficence, that are ta 
he found inthe Roman Hitttory. Nor can I fee the Reafon 
why the laying on a aew Tax, or loading the People with 
now Debts upon certain Occafions, does not deferve the fame 
Honours as taking off one,or remitting the other; but this 3s 
fo tender a lout, that { dare not touch upon it any farther. 
As lor menting Ports, making Highways, and the lke,every 
Body knows that our Gi vernmeant is fo different from the 
Reman, in thefe Refpects, that I do not think either the

Iamnot now (/ays bz) going to give an Hiftorica 
Account of the Progrefs ot Slavery over the greatef 
People in the Worid, it could not be comprehenced. with. 
in the Compafs of this Paper, but I fhall take Notice of 
tie Obfervations which Hiftorians as well as the Writers 
upon Politicks have made upon lgxury. ee 

Machiavel fays, that Lux ivy is not only the Sigo 01. 
a State fick, but of .a State expiring, and he is of Opi. 
nion, with Tacitus, that it was the Ruin of the Roman En. 
ire, 

Mezcray who writ the Hiftory of France, when he 
comes to the Lie of Harry the Third, is very particular 
in defcri*ing the difolute Manners of the Court, and fet. 
ting forth the numerous Grievances under which the 
eroan'd at that, Time, after which he has thele 

ards: 

‘¢ The moft univerfal Caufe of all thefe Diforders was 
‘ luxury, the high Taxes in this Reign had engenderd 
** this proud and delicate Monfter, the many Peo- 
‘* ple m Civil Offices, (which as has been obferv’d were 
greatly increas’d in. this Reign) in. a Word, all thofe 
*« through whofe Hands the Publick Money pafs’d, wa 
ow’ din Wealth, the largeft Sum fometimes coft them 
no more than the Dafh of a Peo, it was but falfifying 2 
\ecount, and they fill’d their Pockets, and as it cam 
fo eafily, it mide them Jaunch into all Kinds of Super 
duities , but the worft of it was, the bad Example 
‘eCted others, for apreat Number of private Genrleme 
either through their own Folly, or pufhed into it * 
the Vanity of their Wives or Children, were proud 
equalling thefe Pickpockets in their vain and idle Bx- 
pences, fo that, like # ops Frog, they burft with 
of them mortgaged ‘their Eftates 
only becaufe they would not be undone by thofe whoo 

tacy Ought to‘be afhamed to refemble in any hist: 

other! 
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‘others ran themfelves into fuch extreme Neceffities,

“ Nieces, or Sifters, of thefe Plonderers, thinking to re- 
pair their broken Fortunes, by a rich Marriage, which 
“ they could not do by an Alliance with a vertuous Fa- 
« mily, not confidering that from fuch bafe and corrupt 
.¢ Blood no vertuous Ifue could proceed. 

Next the Author fet forth the various Pretences and Ar- 
tices that were made Ufe of for impofing new Il axes, 
and defcribes the miferable State of Poverty to which the 
People were reduced by thefe opprefiive Meafures, after 
which he {peaks as follows, 

“Tt is an old and true’ Obfervation, that Luxury never

When we confider the Deftruction which Luxury has 
caufed in all thofe Nations, where it has been introduced, 
we fhouid tremble to think to what a Heighth it is rifen 
within a few Years in this Nation, we are fenfible, 
that for fome Years. paft, our Commerce has been declin- 
ing, our Manufactures going to Decay, the Rents of 
Lands and Houfes falling, and great Numbers of the 1n- 
Cuftrious Part of the People wanting Employment. 
This isa Truth that every landed Gentleman, and every 
preat Trader has feen and felt, and yet this proud and de- 
icate Monfter ftalks about and fpreads its Conguefts, in 
Proportion as the Pablick Poverty encreafes. we fee 
aithe effeminate Pieafures ot Jta/y introduced amongft 
us, atfich an immenfe Expence as makes fome of our 
Neighbours think the whole Nation is fallen into a Fren- 
zy ; thof{t Pleafures which enervated the People that once 
commanded the World, and rendered them the Contempt 
of all other Nations are tranfplanted here, as if it was 
thought bY forme of our Corrupters, that the Follies and 
Vices of our own Growth could neither render us effe- 
minate nor peor enough for what they intend to bring 
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I will not affert that it is the high Taxes, that have jn 
troduced thefe Foreign Fopperies amongft us, I thall leaye 
every Man to determine that to the beit of his Judg. 
ment; but all the World muft have obferved that it 
the Swarm of People in Civil Employments,. thofe 
who are in the Way of getting J houfands by the Dath of 
a Pen; that are the Patrons and Encouragers of thefe enor. 
mous Follies, it is they who lead the Fafhion, while too 
many others ate vain enough to follow the pernicious Ex. 
ample, without the fame Methods of Supply. | 

We always fee that, what is got by Fraud, by Rapine, 
or Plunder, is {pent in Riot and Profufion, it 1s the Prac. 
tice of great and fmall Robbers ; if therefore thofe who 
are to live upon a moderate Patrimony, or depend upon 
Trafiick, and honeft Induftry, for the Support of them- 
felves and their Families, muft needs vie in the Prodiga- 
lity of Kxpenee with thofe whofe Fingers are in the Purfe 
of a Nation, how will it end ? but that, like the Gentle- 
men of whom Mezeray fpeaks in the Reign of Harry the 
Third, they muft fubmit at laft to be dependant ; 
and they thould confider whether it is not the Intereft of 3 
certain Faction to encourage thefe profufe Diverfions for 
that very Purpofe. 

It 1s certain, that no State Magician has ever yet found 
out any Enchantment like Luxury, either for bringing or 
keeping Nations in Servitude —————When Cyrus the 
Great demanded the Advice of his Counfellors, what was 
the beft Method of keeping a Nation which he had con- 
quer’d in Subjection, one advifed the keeping a Body of 
Perfian Troops always over them ; but another faid, Let 
them be only torbid the Exercife of Arms, Jet Singers and 
Dancers be introduced amongit us, and let their Youth be 
brought up in learning the Lute, and there will be no Oc 
calion for keeping Troops to awe them, for they will foom 
grow effeminate and bafe, and loofe all Senfe of Liberty: 
——This Advice was looked upan to be the beft, and fol 
lowed accordingly, | > 

Zac jitus, foeaking of our Countrymen the ancient Bri- 
fons, fays, that Trebellizs Maximus the Roman Governor 
cacouraged Luxury, and all kind of effeminate Pleafures, 
i order to keep the Britons quiet in their Servitude ; 
the fame Hiftorian, in his Life of Agricola, giving an AC 
count what Methods this General took to eftablifh the 
Reman Power in this Ifland, fays, the Britons were yp he 
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grees drawn in by the Charms of Vice and Diffolutene!s 
ro imitate the Jtomaas in magnificent Galleries, fumptuou® 
Bagaio’s, and all the Stimulations and Klegance of Ban- 
quetting; nay, all thefe Innovations were by the Vain 
and the Idle amongft them called Politenefs and Hu- 
manity, Whereas in Effect they were only Part of their . 

Notwithftanding all thefe Examples, we live to fee the 
Day that we can vie in Luxury with Rome itfelt; even in 
its moft corrupt Days.

_.Never was thete a Time which fo well deferved 
the Scourge of the moft fevere Satire as the prefent ; one 
would think that the affected Crowd of both Sexes, who 
of. late are become fo fafhionably diffolute and vain, have 
a Notion there is no fuch Thing as Wit left in the World, 
otherwife they dare-not be fo ridiculous ; but I hope our

Remarks Cn the Difference between a Spirit of Liberty and a 
Spirit ef Faction. 


Hen thofe who are fincerely attached to the Ser- 
vice. of the Commonwealth, who endeavour, by 
all the Methods poflible, to introduce Juftice, Frugality, 
and a due Attention to the Publick Service, haye notwith- 
ftanding the Misfortune to be difliked by a confiderable 
Part of the People, on the Score of their Virtzes; 1t is an 
Event not hard tobe forefeen, that the State, in fuch 2 
Cafe, fhould’ fuffer. O when Men of no exemplary 
Life, and who hays aone any thing confiderable for the Com- 
monweal. cramour loudly againit. their’ Superiors, talk. of 
[nfriugements on the Rights of the People, when the 
Laws are put in Force, and are always murmuring -at the 
hecetlary Expences of the Goverument, can run them- 
elves by thefe PraGiices, into the Applaufe-of the 
and procure Power fuflicient to carry their Schemes into 
Execution, the Ruin of a Republick from fuch Caufes 
Day very eafily be foretold. 
When political Altercations grow warm and loud, it ts 
a Thing incumbent on prudent and honeft Men, to iook 
ferioully into the Caufes of them, and to oppote their En 
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sieavours early and vigoroufly againft the Attempts of 
thofe, who would excite Civil Commotions, and are jor 
difcufling every Controverfy by Force, Such a Scrutiny, 
and fuch a Conduét is the fureft Means to preferve Peace 
and the Ceaftirution of one’s Country. A jutft Senfe of 
this occafioned that Law among the Arhenians, that, in 
Times of Publick Difcord, every Man fhould chufe his 
Side, and not carelefsly behold the Struggles of con- 
tending Parties himfelf a Neuter. For it 1s vain to fancy 
we fhall be fafe, when the Publick Peace is deftroyed, 
fince Reafon teaches the contrary, and Experience, if we 
hearken, will inform us, that thofe who have been laft ia 
drawing their Swords “or their Couatry, haye been frit 
buried in its Ruins. It is therefore of the higheft Impor- 
tance to him, who being born, 1s dejirous to live Free, 
to acquaint himfelf tho -sughly with the Caufes of factions 
Stirs, and when Parti«s charge each other with Crimes, 
to fearch out where the Truth lies, and if there be not 
juft Reafon to condema both. By what Rules his Judg- 
ment is to be directed in this Enquiry, cannot eafily be 
fhewn, From the following Period of the Romen Hiftory, 
which, from the beft Hifiorians, I have endeavoured to 
digeft in a plain and natural Stile, it may be, fome In 
ftructions may be drawn, at Jeaft, the Danger of not pro- 
ceeding on honefter and fteady Principles in chufing which 
Side we fhall join with in the State, will evidently 
appear. 

After the Death of He/iogabalys, whofe Vices had 
cifhonoured the Imperial Purple, and brought exceflive 


Evils on the Roman Empire, Aurelius Alexander Severss, 


Coufin, was made Emperor. Alexander was about 


Sixteen acvagced to the higheft Honour in the 
World. His Mother Mammea, who was a moft excel- 
lent Lady, took care to have him well educated ; and his 
own Difpofition agreed fo well with the Taftructions of 
his Mafters, that on his afcending the Throne, he 20pear- 


ed to have deferved it by his fuperior Merit, rather tia? 


to have received it from Refpect due to his Birth. He 
retutcd the Sirnames of Antoninus and Magnus offered him 
by the Senate ; and the Harangue he made on that Occall- 
on, thews a Modefty and Greatnefs of Soul fcarce to be 
paralicl’d. His firit A@tions had moreover this farthe? 


Merit, that they were true Omens of his future Deeds 5 
and not afew good Things done at the Inftance of his 
Mothes; 
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Mother, or while he was under the Direction of his 
Tutors. 

In order to reform the Romans, miferably cor- 
rupted through the Luxury of the former Reign, he 
difcharged all unnecetlary Officers of what Rank foever, 
that the Publick might not bear needlefs Burthens ; or as 
he himfelf expretled it, Maglum Pupilium effe Imperaterem, 
gul ex wifceribus Provincia um bominos non neceflarics neo 
reip. utiles pafceret.  Becasfe an Emperor wes az ill 
Steward, who out of the Bowels of the Provinces, fed Men 
neither requifite nor uleful to the State. This Reform 
reached not to the Minifters in the Frovinces only, bue 
eyen to his own Houfhold, his Furaiture, his Drefs, and 
his Tavle. He caufed Proclamation to be made, that no 
wicked or difhoneft Perfon fhould approach him, or infa- 
mous Woman, his Mother or his Wife, under pain of 
Death. He was fo great an Enemy to Bribery, Oppref- 
fion and Male-Adminiftration in Governors of Provinces, 


| that the very Sight of fuch Perfoas would throw him 


intoan Agony, and fet him a Vomiting. His Difcourfes 
with his Companions were always on weighty Subjects ; 
he had a numerous Council of very learned and honeft 


| Men, efpecially fuch as were well verfed in the Laws, at 


the Head of which was U/pian, fo famous for his great 
Skill in that Science, and whofe fteady Adherence to Ju- 
fice, procured him many Enemies. Inftead of that conti- 
nued Rotation of fenfual Pleafure, which was the Delight 
of his -Predeceffor Alexander, regularly difcharged the 
Functions of a fupreme Magiftrate. In the Morning ear- 
ly, he went to his Devotions, then he bathed, walked, 
and break-fafted, afterwards he repaired to Council, if 
only ordinary Things were tranfacted there ; but if any 
thing of very great Moment were to be debated, he went 
thither even as {oon as it was Day, and would fit with the 
utmoft | atience till it was thoroughly canvaffed, though it 
took up many Hours, his Countenance always equal, and 
his Mind incapable of Paffion. In a Word, through his 

ifdom, the whole Empire flourifhed, Virtue was efteem- 
ed, Taxes lefened, Trade increafed ; through his Forti- 
tude the ancient Foes of the Romans were kept in Awe, 
‘Frontiers preferved in Quiet, and Artaxerxes, King 
of Perfa, whofe Arrogance prompted him to treat Rome 
with Infolence, overcome in Battle, and forced to a Peace, 


trough his Vigilance, Juftice was every where worm 
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done, Informers were difcouraged, and great Offenders 
detected and punifhed ; through his Severity the Soldiers 
had Difcipline reftored, their Vices in fome Meafure roor. 
ed out, and Modefty and Obedience, which had fo long 
deferted their Eagles, were once more. brought back to 
the Camp : Through his Examp!e, Probity grew into Fi. 
thion, Acts of Gratitude and Generofity were frequent 
Things, and great Men foughe to be diftinguifhed not f 
much by Titles or Habits, as by their Virtues. — | 
Such were the thirteen Years Reign of Alexander Sev. 
rs, a Prince of great Parts, great Courage, and great 
Goodnefs. Yet was he cruelly murdered in_ his Tent, 
and with him his ancient Mother, a Woman of acknow. 
Jedged Virtues. Thofe who perpetrated it, pretended 
that Mamma was Covetous, that fhe f{craped together 
immenfe Sums, and that the Emperor her Son was too 
much under her Direction. Yet this was refuted by the 
Confequences of their Murder ; for no immenfe Treafures 
were found in their Cuftody; but on the contrary, their 
Coifers were far from being full, though the Publick 
‘Treafury was in good Condition. The chief Confpirator 
w2s Maximin, a mean, brutal Fellow, famous only for 
his Stomach, Strength, and Stature, and as foon as Alex- 
ander was dead, he was proclaimed Emperor. The Se. 
nate and the People of Rome were amazed and afflicted 
at Alexander's undeferved Fate; but they had not the 
Courage to avenge it; they buried him Magnificeatly, 
they erected him a ftately Tomb, they ranked him among 
the Number of the Gods, and when they had done all 
this, they fubmitted to his Murderer without the leat 
Refiftance ; they faw him tamely put to Death, the 
Friends, the Minifters, and Ojicers of their late Emp* 
ror, the very Men, who under him had been the Inftrv- 
ments ot their Felicity. Yet when he afterwards extend: 
ed his Cruelty, and they found no Submiffions would 
make them fafe, they took Covrage in their own Delent, 
and raifed an Army to depofe him; they created new 
Emperors to prorect them, and proclaimed the Max- 
mins, Father and Son, publick Enemics. From what ba 
Peen already faid, we may obferye, that the novel

Tie difercnt Sources of Publick Oppreflion, aad the Lenity 
of ancient Governments. 


S there is no Caufe in the World to fufpect the firft 
Monarchs for “Tyrants, to dark as the Records are, 


wnich we yet have ot thofe ancient ‘Times, they however 
fhew us plainly enough, by what Methods thole ¢ rinces 


were controuled, or rather directed in their Admuniitration. 
They had Power to excufe, but not. to decree, the Peonle 
inthe moft early Times, being tiril confulted ; and as from 
their Number, that became impracticabie, their Heads or 
Chiefs, 1.e. Fathers of Familes; andin Lime the Princes 
of Dribes were only admitted to Councils. “Lhus we find 
in Abrabam’s Time Abimelech fpeking to his Minitters ; 
andia the Days of faceb, Sichem, and Hamer, who Were 
pofsfed but of a petty Principality, addrefling themfelves 
to all their Subjeéts. If the heaping up Authorities could, 
asf am very fenfible they cannot, addany Weight to hat 
is cited trom Scripture, it would be no ditheule Matter to 
prove trom the moft antient, and indeed the moit valuatle 
of Prophane Writers, that the Heathens had Notions httie 
difering from the moft thofe, as to the Forms of Rule ori- 
ginally prevailing amongtt Mankind. And the Sum of our 
Difgunitions on this Head will amount to this, that as og 
‘the one Hand Magiftrates were conttituted to manage pud- 
lick Affairs and to govern and orotect Individuals, fo Care 
Was allo taken even in the Inlancy of Kingdoms, to pro- 
vide proper Checks to prevent thete Magiftrates from mak- 


ing an ill Ufe of their Authority, and preying thofe whom 
they were chofen to feed. 

Lhe {welling of a fmall Kingdom into a large and potent 
Empire, did not as in later Ages it has done, agrandize the 
Prince only, aand heap Mifery on the People. Diadorus 
Seculus (peaking of the firft Kings ot A egypt, who are 
verfally allow’d to have grown-very early lamous in the 
World, informs us, that they did not.govern by, or accord. 
ing to their Wills. but agreeable to the Conttitution and to 
the Laws; they were oblig'd to hear Petitions, and to do 
juitice to thofe who addreifed them; they atteaced at the

ty grace 
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grace of their Sovereign, and the Oppreffion of the Sub. 
yects. 


In Conelufion thefe ambitious Men, whofe Nodb/e Birth 
was their only Recommendations, and whofe Outrage had 
haftened the Death of the mcf expericaced and mcf alle 
Coun/elleor the Kingdom had ever known, engrofling their 
rince to themfelves, and provoking the whole People by 
their Knormities, became the moft Fatal Examples, which 
any Age has produced, to warn the unworthy Suppianters 
ofa moft faithful Minifter. One of them had his fYead 
cut of by the Judgment of the Eftates in} arliament. - 
nother died in Exs/e in England; whofe Son was declared 
a publick Enemy, without hearing, and all their Eitate:

FRANCE. 


Here is little News from France but the following, 
Which is a fort of Journal of Mr. /fadpole’s late 
Motions at that Court. On Monday the 17th of Iatt

They write from J’a/y, that the Duke de Montemar, the 
She nif General, going lately to reconnoitre the Ground 
before Orbitello, had his Horfe kill’d under him, by a 
Cannon Bal! from the Garrifon. It is added that a Repor: 
Was Current at Parma, that the Jmpcrial Soldiers in Pe/-2 
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ra, who had deferted the Emperor’s Service, and lifted in 
that ot Don Carlos, finding themieives fuperior in number 
to the Spaniards ot that Garrifon, rofe in the Night, cut 
all their Throats, plunder’d the Place, and made their 
E{cape to Trice, by Means of {everal fmall Veiicls which 
lay ready at Hand. A Report was likewile current at 
Cremona, that fome Regiments of Croatians had defeated 
900 French inthe Modeneze. 

The Duke de Montemar has had an Interuaiew with the 
Marthal de Neasiles, and the Spaniards are to join the 
Allies torthwith. Porto Hercole holds out fill, -but as a 
Breach was made when the Letters came away, it is be- 
heved it muft foon capitulate. The Governor of Orditello 
has been fummoned to furrender, but is refolved before he 
uoes to put the Spaniards to the Trouble of a Siege in 
Form, as well as the Commandant of Pcrto Hercole. In- 
deed the Reduction of the whole State Delli Frafdii is 
of immediate Importance to the Spaniards, becaufe it is 
on the Mediterranean, and isa fort of Key to Tu/cany; 
but were Orbitello to be befieged, the Junction of the A/- 
lies would be deferr’d too long, wherefore it will be only 
blocked up, and the Siege left to another Opportunity. 

Advices from Lombardy fay, that the /mperralif’s are re- 
folved to be only upon the Defenfive this Year, and were 
accordingly fending feveral Regiments of Horfe to the 
Rhine, in Fxchange for a Re-inforcement of Foot. Count 
Konigh-gg has paid his pig four Mouths Arrears, and 


-has difpofed his Troops in fuch a Manner, as to be able 


to attack Guafalla, in Cafe the Allies befiege Mirandola.— 
This feems to contrads& the Refolution of flanding only up- 
on the Defenfive. 

The main Body of Allies is near Final, eight Leagues 
from Mirendola.- There is no Talk of the King of Sar- 
dinia’s making the Campaign this Year. ‘The Diftemper 
which. has carried off fo many Germans is at length got 
among the A//ies, and all poffible Means are ufed to pre- 
vent its fpreading: In Parme they are drawing Lines to 
cut off the Communication; and in Mi/an they are making 
Proceffions, and courting the Saints for a Protection. 


We believe the firmer is‘tikely to prove tke moft fucce/sful. 
They write from Rome, that the Pope has undertaken to 
be Mediator between the Emperér, and the King of Spazz, 


and that his Nuacio at Vienna has actually had feveral Con- 
ferences 
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fereuces to that End with the Imperial Miniftry.—— Bas 
shat wants Confirmation. 

Letters from Nap/es mention a Piece of good Fortune 
which happen’d lately to a Peafant at Pelmi. Don Carlos 
being one Day hunting, was catch’d in a terrible Storm, 
fo that he was forc’d to take Shelter, in the firit Cotrage 
he came to. ‘This chanced to be a Peafant’s, whofe Wite 
was in Labour when he enter’d the Houfe, but was deli- 
vered the Moment after of a Boy: His Royal Highnefs, 
pleas’d at the Accident, order’d Him immediately to be 
chriften’d, ftood Godfather himfelf, and gave him his own 
Name. This done, he madea Prefent of so Piftoles to 
the Woman in the Straw, and 2000 Ducats to the Boy .

The Marfhal de Coigny is fet out for the Rhine, to take 
upon him the Command of the French Army, and prepare 
for opening the Campaign. The Troops of the moft 
Chriftian King’s Houfhold have likewife begun their March 
and all the General Officers are ordered to be there by the 
20th Inftant. | | 

It is affured the Emperor will hazard a Battle with the 
French upon the Rhine, and that he proceeds upon this 
Maxim ; that if he beats them, it will goa great Wa 
towards retrieving his Affairs; and if he is defeated the 
Maritime Powers will be obliged to came to his Affi- 
ftance, and not fuffer the Progrefs of France in the Em- 
pire. 

They write from Vienna, that Prince Eugene's Depar- 
ture for the Rhine, is fixed to the 22d Inftant. It is faid 
that Count Munich, Field Marfhal General of the Ru/f- 
an Troops who is at prefent in Poland is to proceed to 
the /mperial Court, there to Co be on Foot, concern- 


ing anew Alliance reported to be on Foot, between the 
Courts of Vienna, Petersburgh, Drefden, and another 
Power. The Baron de Morman, Miniter of the Elector 
of Bavaria, has had a private Audience of the Emperor 
on Account of the Affair of Count Plettenburgh, his Impe- 
rial Majefty’s Plenipotentiary to the Circle of A¢f#pbalia, 
which Affair, we are now affured, is entirely accommoda- 
ted. The Prince de Traut/an, the Emperor’s Commifii- 
oner to the States of the Kingdom of Hungary, affembled 
at Presburgh, has fent Advice to the Court, that - faid 
| tates 
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States have not only confented to the ordinary Subfidies, 
but have alfo granted his Jmperial Majefty a Free-Gilt 
of 500,000 Florins. There ts a talk of raifing 22,000 
Men in the Emperor's Hereditary Dominions, in order 
to effect which with Eafe, a Refolution has been taken 
to choofe one Man out of every 27 Families. “Ihe Duke 
of Wirtemberg has made the Emperor a Prefent of a Re- 
giment of Foot, which will be in his Jmperial Majefty’s 
Pay. It is faid, the Government ot Belgrade which his 
Highnefs refigned, in Favour ct the late Prince Frede- 
rick his Brother, will be given to the Prince of Heffe- 
Darmfadt lately Governor of Mantua. 

Great Preparations are making at Hanover, for the Re- 
ception of the King of Great-Britain, their Sovereign, at 
that Court. Orders are already given for fettling the Stages 
upon the Road from Hod/and thither. ‘The Count de Xi/- 
manfeck and the Baror de Borg have obtained his Majefty’s 
Leave to make the Campaign upon the Rhbize. 
‘The Troops of Hanover will not move out of their Quarters 
till the End of this Month, when they will March to join 
the Imperial Army. 

The Sickrefs among the French Troops on the Rhine 
Was greatly abated, but rages now more than ever. fo 
that their Army will not probably take the Field fo foon 
as they intended. 

It is comfirmed from Vienna, that the Emperor refolves 
to ftand on the Defenfive this Campaign in /fa/y, and 
will make a Pufh upon the Rdiaze. It is computed thar 
his Army there including Auxiliaries of all Kinds, will 
amount to 130,000 Men. The Frea:h apprehend, that he 
intends to draw together his Forces towards the Mo/e//e, 
and begin with the Siege of Thionvitle, which will open 
him a Paffage into France itfelf ; wherefore itis not doubt- 
ed but the two Armies will come to an Engagement almoft 
affoon as they take the Field. This howe-.er, will hardly 
be tillafter the middle o; May, that the Grafs may have 
Time to grow, the Horfe having fuffer’d greatly, on both 
Sides for laft Year want ot Forage, which was owing to the 
Cutting the Grafs too early.

PoLanD, SWEDEN, and the NORTHERN Powers. 


Dvices from Poland grow daily more contradictory and 
uncertain ; all Accounts feemto agree that there has 
been an Action in Si/efia, but the Polifand Saxon Writers 
conteft {till fo warmly for the Victory, that although the 
Battle was fought a Month ago, we know not when the 
Difpute will end, and the World be fatisy’dasto the Event; 
tho’ we believe we may venture to fay the Saxons were wor- 

fled. It is equally difputed where Count TYer/o’s Army is 
at prefent: If we believe the Account from /Var/aw, they 
have pafs’d the Warta intheir Retreat to Po/and, and have 
fent to acquiint King Stansflaus, that unlefs he fend them 
immediate Succours, hemin’d in as they are by the Ru/ffians. 
and Saxons, they muft be obliged to fubmit to King Au- 
gufus. Some Advices even fay, that the Ruffians have en- 
tirely defeated the Poles, aud that the Palatin of Lublin 
with the Starof Facelski are retired to Frankfcrt upon the 

Oder. Onthe other Hand, they write from Koningsberg, 
that the Po/i/e Army is advanced farther into. Po/aenia, tri- 
umphantly burning and ravaging the Country, and carrying 
off all the Corn and Cattle. : 

Court Potecki Palatin of K7ow, Brother to the Primate, 
and Regimentary of the Crown, who lately made his Sub-— 
miffion to King Augufus, and was going to 74orz to per- 
fuade his Brother to do the like, died fuddenly on the 
Road. He was eighty Years old, and had a confiderable 
Hand in the Troubles of the late King Avguffus 1. Upon 
his Death, 2000 of his Troops have revolted and gone back 
to King Stzxiflaus, which fhews the inclinations of the Poles 
in general. Uponthe whole, it is thought, that the Palatin’s 
fate Behaviour will reflef no great Honour on his Memcry. 

It is faid King Sraniflaus, who receives frequently very 
confiderable Remittances from France, and whofe Court is 
very fplendid, has written to the King of France, that he 
would much rather have lived and died in the Circumftan- 
ces of a private Mam, than have been acknowledged for 
King of Poland, and forced to abdicate; and that in Cafe 
he could not be fixed on the Crown of Poland he was de- 
termined never to fhew his Face in France again. We 
— belp foying we think this foews a Soul truly great and 
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Our Advices from Poland continue ftill as contradic- 
tory and uncertain as ever. According to fome Aw 
counts we are told, that Count 7ar/o made fo judicious a 
Retreat trom Si/efa, that his Troops artived on the Fron- 
tiers of Hungary, without any Moleftation: And that as 
foon as he had feen his Army in Safety, he intrufted the 
Command of it with his Coufin the Palatine Lube/ski, and 
fet out tor Koningsberg, with feveral Grandees to wait up- 
on King Staa:flaus: ‘That they pafs'd near the Ruffas 
and Saxon Armies without being difcovered, and embark- 
ed on Eafer Dey upon the Coaft of Pomerania, fince which 
no certain News had been heard of them. According to 
our Accounts, the Hopes King —— had formed to 
himfelf, from the faid Count’s late Expedition, are quite 


_vanifh’d: There are yet no certain Accouuts of his Army; 
‘but, it is faid, they are clofely purfued, both by the Ru/- 


fans and Saxons, and were marching with all poffible Ex- 
pedition to gain the Mountains ot Cracow. Other Ac- 
counts again fay, that the Palatine of Ludb/:n, upon his Re- 
turn with his Army towards Crefochcw, fent to defire a 
Conference with the Bihop of Cujavia; and having a- 
greed on an Armiftice for three Days, with the Confent of 
General Leflie, the Poles perfidioufly took that Opportu- 
nity to fall upon the Ru/ftan Pofts, but were bravely re- 
puls’d, and are fince retired towards the Mountains near 
Hungary: That General Leffie being in Purfuit of them, 
came up with their Rear-Guard, which he foon put into 


fuch Confufion, that they abandon’d their Equipage and 


Baggage which he had taken. Other Advices again fay, 
that the Palatine of Lub/in has received Letters trom King 
Staniflaus, wherein he defires him to continue firm oniy 
till Midfummer; for asa Treaty is on Foot for a general 
Pacification, better and more honourable Conditions may he 
Made for the Republick, than if they fhould fubmut at pre- 
Lent mm ‘2c of thefe Accounts is to be depended on, 
we fubmit to our Readers; we believe bewever Count Larlo 
is mot in [uch a de[{perate Condition, as is reprelented ; 
ther does King Staniflaus hope for any good Effeas from the 
gentral Pacification, at leaft not fo jonas Wichemmer.
